Blunts Their Minds, and Leads Them into Other Vices — The Opinions of Eminent Men on 

Juvenile Smoking, 
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One of the most able presentations of the evils 
o! tobacco — especially the cigarette — habit is given 
in Pearson's Magazine tor July, from which wo 
quote tie following: — 

" A far greater danger is threatening the rising 
generation from cigarette -smoking than from 
drink!" 

A startling statement, tbts — at first sight an 
incredible statement; yet it is the deliberate opin- 
ion of one who has deeply studied the question. M\ 
Frank Swan, the hon. secretary of the Boys' Anti- 
Cigarette League, of Birmingham. I should have 
laughed at it had I encountered it before iooking 
far into the supporting evidence. But I feel con- 
fident now that the reader will be inclined to agrje 
with Mr. Swan, if he reads on to the end "of this 
paper. 

For there Is overwhelming evidence to show that 
juvenile smoniug is an evil u r thi first magsltuic 




This enormous Cigarette — 40 yards long— represents 
the total of 100,000,000 cigarettes sold in penny 
packets and smoked weekly in the United King, 
dom. A very large proportion of these, probably 
more than half, are purchased by juvenile smok- 
ers. 

^an evil which is sapping our boyhood's strength, 
and so undermining our national manhood. 

Over one hundred miiuon cigarettes are soli 
weekly in ti.e United Kingdom in penny packets 
alone. 

And the ale of the penny packet is chiefly 
amonc boys :md youths. Those one hundred million 
cheap cigarettes represent so many 
Little Tubes of P^iiOn. 

The habit if tobacco-smoking grows apace among 
our people. Fifty years ago only about one pound 
of tobacco r as smoked yearly per bead; now the 
amount Is r. >re than twice as much. 

The total weight of the tobacco consumed yearly 
in "England amounts to SG, 745.000 pounds, and the 
.total sum spent by the nation on snuff, cigars, and 
tobacco Is £25,000.000 (S125.O0O.000)— mom- man 
twelve times the amount contributed lo Chilsiiaii 
missions. 

■ In the last ten years cigarette-smoking has in- 
creased i-m i;=r cent., chiefly through the increase 

.of juvenile smoking, fostered lv '.he "neap and 
Tempting packet, which has brought tobacco within 
the reach of every uoy with a penny to spend. 

Tobacco shops have sprung up like mushrooms 
in every town. Estimating the smokers at half :-f 
the male population of the kingdom, there is one 
tobacco-shop for every thirty smokers. 

Recently, a tobacconists'; shop in London was 
placed under observation for a short while, and 
it was found that the youths who entered it were 
in the proportion of seven to one man. They were, 
bent, of course, on buying cigarettes, and were 
''probably in ignorance of the emphatic declaration 
of Sir Morell Mackenzie, the greatest throat special- 

■ 1st who over lived, that of all forms of smoking 
1 Cigarette-Smoking was the Most Injurious. 

The tobacco is wettei. hv ecntari. w th the ip> 
and s.t once thcie lips (the most absorbent organs 
of the body) are satr.rotsd with a .-.ilution of wcl 
tobacco-juice, which thus passes into the =,'^.eji. 
along the nicotine-laden saliva, affecting the diges- 
tion and bringing about much injury. 
'. .ToIihcco is the ndmttted cause of. upwards oE 



eisliry diseases, including blindness and cancers 
of the lower lip and tongue, and is credited with 
killing 20.000 In our land every year. 

Boys who smoke seem to have their moral sen- 
siiiiities blunted, so that they are led easily into 
other vices. Prison statistics show that an enor- 
mous percentage of all male convicts siarted their 
djwnward career by smoking and drinking. In 
one prison, of COO prisoners confined for crimes 
commuted under the influence of drink, 500 testifi.-d 
that they began their intemperance by smoking. 

A doctor examined thirty boy-smokers, between 
the ages of nine and fifteen. In twenty-one he found 
serious disorders fid a more or less marked tas' 1 ?, 
generated by tobacco, for drink. The cigaretie i.* 1 . 
the moiuh of the boy, therefore, is doubly an 
accursed thing — accursed tor the physical evils it 
brings about, and accursed for the moral evils. 

V.*'.:c= the Amev!""" »■-■"■ bvnkp out with Spain, 
volunteers were called tor. The rejections of the 
physically unfit were three times as many as in the 
great Civil War of 1SC0. and ninety per cent, of the 
rejected wore cigarette-smokers. 

When the Boer War broke out, in the Manchester 
district alone J 1,000 volunteered, io fisiit for their 
country. 

8,000 Were at Once Rejected 
as physically unfit, and only 1,200 finally passed the 
doctors. The chief cause of unfitness -was proved 
to be smoking as boys and young men, 

A breeder of cattle who only got 1.200 physically- 
developed animals out. of 11,000 reared to full age 
would call a halt, and begin to think; and this is 
what, the British nation must do. or go to pieces. 

That the boy who habitually smokes cigarettes 
.develops into aD inferior animal can be proved to 
the hilt by a thousand instances. In Yale Univer- 
sity careful comparisons were made for eight years 
between smokers and ncn-smokers. As compared 
with the smokers, the non-smokers gained 24 per 
cent, in weight, 37 per cent. In height, 42 per cent, 
in girth, and 8.39 cubic inches in lung expansion. 

In an American public school of about five hun- 
dred pupils. It was found that the boys were Inferior 
to the girls in general efficiency, aDd the cigarette 
wa? suspected. An investigation was made to 
ascertain how far smoking might be U> blame; and 
for several months twenty-six " cigarette fiends -" 
were kept under close observation hy ten teachers. 
Twelve of them were found to have 

"Poor" Memories, 
and ten " very poor," only four had " fair " mem- 
ories, and not one of the twenty-six had a " good " 
memory. Twelve of the boys were in poor physical 
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A Young Hero. 

A boy in Bristol wlio in one year obtained the 
sigr.a'tures of 555 boys who pledged themselvas 
not to smoke. 

condition, and six were practically already physical 
wrecks. Eight of the twenty were in fair or good 
coutliiiou physically, mentally, and morally, but 
none was excellent. The ages of (he boj's averaged 
fourteen. In this country we have the unanimous 
testimony of educationalists that the boy who 
smokes is a worse student in roiiienuence. 

In view cf these things, is it too much to say 
that a greater danger is threatened the rising gen- 
eration from cigarette-smoking than from drink? 
Remember, as the chief of the Boys' Anti-Cigarette 
League points out. a boy of tender year? may not 
go Into a public-house and demand liquor. The 
publican would refuse to serve him; he would pro- 
tect, the boy against bimself; lie would not even, 
allow him to carry the drink to his father. But 
without let or hindrance any boy can buy cigarettes 
almost anywhere, and thus form that habit which, 
above all others, because of the thirst it creates, 
loads to the habit of drinking. 

" There are few questions," declares Mr. Swan, 
" that men are called upon to consider of greater 
importance than this of cigarette-smoking. Tha 
boy is

the nation possesses. It dees not matter so much, 
abont the men and the women. They nre traveling 
on, and will soon disappear from the stage; uut 
on the boy depends the future of the nation, and !t 
is everything- to the nation that he shall be pre-

cigarettes, and he will become an inferior being. 
Hundreds and thousands of boys in Great Britain 
(and Canada) are smoking tn-ilay, and the great 
authorities, the doctors and the schoolmasters — it 
does not matter what other people say or think— 
the doctors and the schoolmasters say that tlio 
habit is so widespread and so injurious as to be 
a national peril."

The low?r floor was used f;r 
public meetings, and the second lloor for a sehocl, 
a lodging place for Salvationists, and the accommo- 
dation of sick Chinese who preferred to b; under 
the eare of [lie Army rather than submit to the ten- 
der mercies of some of the worst of their fellow- 
oountry-men in San Francisco. If a poor Chinaman 
is sick unto deaLh, he is conveyed to a Chinese 
undertaker, or funeral warehouse, and there placed 
on a wretched pallet in a dark room and left to dU\ 
While be lingers the mcar.-st of fare, usually lea 
end boilc-d rice, is placed by the patient daily, and 
the p;or fellow must help himself or go without. 

At some of these places depraved white men ant 
lads are in :lie habit of slipping in and stealing the 
food from the b?dside of the patients, thus hasten- 
ing their departure to another world. 

Apprised of the facis. some of our officers made 
it their busiuess to checkmate these erne! practices, 
an^. when :n their vi;iis they found a Chinaman 
calline f.iv ili-int p.nd foe;!, they dM their best 10 
most both his spiritual and temporal needs. Hence 
it is not surprising that, when sick, John China- 
man prefers to take up his abode in the vicinity yf 
those who have earned so desirable a reputation.

he Story of Ben Franklin. 



We think it niso. says the editor of "On.var.1,'' 
to note the anniversaries of the great men who liave 
blessed the race. We suppose that throughout ill -J 
English-speaking world some notire will lie taken 
of the [iva-huiiilr.-fl;;i anniversary of the birth of 
Benjamin Franklin. We therefore give lite frllov.-- 
ing brief sketch of his life ana selections from his 
writing. 

Benjamin Franklin, philosopher and stn-esnnv,, 
was horn in Boston. January 1 7 1 h. 170tl. and died in 
Philadelphia. April 17lh. ] 71*0. Hi was trie young- 
est, except two daughters, of a family of sev;. u;:--'n 
children. His father. ;i nonconformist, emigrate i

He was alosie in a foreign 
country, almost penniless. He promptly sD.igm a 
printer, and took service for nearly, a year. He had 
allegation; with his f'llow-jonrneymen on the i-ub- 
jftci of temperance; they wsre beer-drinking sots. 
and many of them lie reformed altogether: he- was 
Strang and athletic, while they could carrv ie-s, and 
(lid less work. 

He leiunied to Philadelphia in 172C. He \ery soon 
became a man of mark. He started a paper, de- 
spite his father's remonstrance that there were al- 
ready two papers in the country, one in New York 
and the other in Boston, and there was not room i'or 
a third. In 1732 he first published liis almanac, 
under the name of Richard Saunders. It took the 
name of "Poor Richard's Almanac," and was eon- 
tinned profitably about twenty-five years. The wise 
saws, the aphorisms, and encouragement to virtue 



and prosperity through the excellent proverbial 
sentences with which lie filled the corners and 
spaces, became very popular, and they were at 
length spread over England and France in reprint 
translations. 

In 173:5. at the ago of twenty-seven, he began to 
study the French, Italian, Spanish, and Latin lan- 
guages. He was soon elected Clerk to the Assem- 
bly. Soon afterwards he was appointed postmaster 
of the Quaker City. He became the founder of the 
University of Pennsylvania, and invented the econ- 
omical stove which hears his name: lie declined to 
profit pecuniarily from his invention, although In- 
vited to do to by the offer of a patent. 
The Invention of the Lightning Rod was a Practical 
Application of Experiment with a Kite and a Key. 

He was elected to'lhe Assembly ill I7!i0, and wis 
ever afterward actively and zealously engaged in 
national affairs. He again visited Britain. Oxford 
and Edinburgh conferred upon him their highest. 
^ f . -> r r. .,,,;. ?■■ Icr:;--.-. lie stt^esied iu ihe uiinisti-v 
the conquest of Canada, and his scheme was a.lupt- 
e.i. He again visited I. tuition in 17tiG and 1775. The 
revolution was imminent. He had labored faithful- 
ly in England to prevent the final oiubivak. and 
now repaired as fajthtully to his duties In the Oon- 

He assisted in diluting tiie Declaroiiou of [;id T - 
peadetue. He was sen: soon after to Paris as 
Cemmisslonc- Plenipotentiary, and was one of the 
commissioners .or negotiating peace with ihe 
mother .-«•,;:.;:>-. He came to Montreal during the 
Revolutionary war. and started a paper in tha: 
city, printed in the Chateau Rameze. and trivd " -, 
detach the French from their allegiance, but v.d'h-

The colony is just in ils initial stages, having 
been in operation only two months It is. however, 
giving every evidence of progress and activity, and 
impresses one immediately of the possibilities there 
are in this plan for proper settlement of the country 
and the great advantages to the settler wha is £ur- 
tunate enough to be among the chosen ones. 

Only about three months ago I had cause to go 
over this tract of laud, where there was not a house 
to be seen, and no evidence of cultivation of any 
kind, heavy grass, scrub, and poplar groves cover- 
ing the whole district. 

What a Transformation, 
when I visited this same place only (wo months 
later, nice, comfortable houses having been erected 
for each colonist, suitably furnished with the 
necessaries fjr comfort, and large fields of land 
ploughed, and other necessary prepaiaiioiis ready 
for crops for ne>ct year, changing the whole towii- 
ship from a dreary waste into a centre of activity 
and progressivenoss. 

A school for the children, and a post office for the 
colonists are being considered, and will no doubt 
be a realized fact in a few mnmhs, thus giving the 
colonist the advantages right from the beginning 
that they could not otherwise hope to have. 

Contrast this with (he ordinary homesteader, who 
is compelled in most cases to go a long way hum 
railway advantages, build his house as best he can, 
and do wlial scrubbing he is able, and waif his 
chance of getting eonuone to plough a few acres 
of laud. He may get it done, or he may not, he 
being largely subject to i ircmnslanrcs

The writer having spent several months in the. 
Canadian West ht.s quite unexpectedly been "held 
>ip " by the Editor for an. account of hjc wanderings, 
and the impressions made upon him concerning the 
future of this great country, which is at the -present 
time being discussed in many, if net sii, parts cf 
the civilized world. 

Perhaps the first thing that strikes you as yau 
journed through this western country is its vast 
area and almost unlimited resources. That the 
reader may get an intelligent idea of the opportun- 
ities afforded to the immigrant — present or pros- 
pective — I may state that Canada las an area of 
250,000 square miles more than the United States, 
and yet the population is only ahout one-twelfth of 
the great Republic. There is, therefore, an 

Immense Quantity of Land 
tstlll vacant, most of vjhlch lies in the Cnnadfcn 
West. 

The next thing that attracts the attention of the 
traveler is the groups of men on trains, in hotels, 
and on the streets, representing many nationalities 
— speaking different languages — and fram every 
station in life, hut all Interested in one topic— 
" Land, and How to Get it." 

The homesteader is intended to be the man who 
will open up the country, and as, an inducement for 
ihtm to do so, the Government makes him a grant 
■of one hundred and sixty acres of land, on the con- 
ditions that lie- cultivate so much land aid puts up 



certain buildings. He is, unfortunately, very often 
a great disappointment in this respect, and instead 
of the Government's purpose being realised, he 
simply lives on his homestead the required time 
and makes the improvements 'absolutely necessary 
until he can set his patent, or deed, after which 
he goes elsewhere, arid then, like the ordinary 
speculator, holds his land and waits for someone 
else to open up the country and make his land 
valuable, 

What the country is in need of it 
Industrious -Homesteaders 

and practice! farmers, to make It among the best, 
if not the hest, wheat country of the world. 

Tossibly there is nothing that takes hold of the 
traveler or land-seeker so much as the waving fields 
of ripening grain For miles one finds himself rush- 
ing through fields of grain on either side as far as 
the eye can reach, until unconsciously he finds him- 
self charmed with the golden beauty, and consumed 
with a strong desire to possess at least a little 
patch of this good land, so productive of the " staff 
of life." 

The observations of the writer, however, were, 
more closely associated with the country round 
the village of "'isdale, in the Province of Saskatch- 
ewan — this heing the location of the Foresters' 
Settlement Scheme, or possibly hetter known as 
the Salvation Army Colony. 

This is a beautiful part of the country, it heing 
gently unuuiitied with winding streams and dotted 
here and there with poplar groves, chamging the 
monotony of a fiat' and open prairie into 

A Beautiful Landscape. 
The climate is healthy and bracing, the heat heing 
more moderate in snromer than further south, and 
the winters not being so severe as in the prairie 
sections of the country.

English and Sc tch Differences. 

The very first thing a traveler notices when he 
crosses from one country to another is the distinc- 
tion between the two peoples. Now. there w?.s 
nothing very suggestive in Longtiown and Langholm, 
but as one neared the heart of the north, the tiny 
streaks of difference, at first observed, developed. 
The English are more demonstrative, readier to 
give vent to their feelings, and possess the qnality 
of abandonment; hut they were not one Whit kind- 
lier or warmer than the Scotch; while their sense 
of the religious strength of the General, and the 
religious character of the Army, is keener than 
that of any other people in the wide world. 

In a word, the Scot bridles his enthusiasm, the 
Englishman lets go, and 1 confess that the lntter 
is the more agreeable of the two. 

The Pauper's Friend, 

We had an exhilarating proof of this in one of 
the unlikeliest of places — namely, the grounds of 
the Carlisle Workhouse. 

Leaving Longtown at 6 p.m., the General agreed 
to stop for a few minutes at Carlisle and address 
a few words to the Inmates on Sis way to Penrith. 
The incident, as It unfolded, formed one of the 
most pathetic and dramatic episodes in even our 
beloved leader's varied career. Simply as a picture, 
the scene that transpired was worth immortalizing 
by a Dore. 

The air was breathless, the sky radiantly hlue, 
with the sun shooting its silver/ beamo npon the 



entirely unprecedented ceremony that took place 
in (he centre of the grounds, beautifully green, p.ui 
well laid out. Round the white car, In semi-circle 
Ltui, stood in three or four rows the aged inmates, 
both men and women, with a number of able-bodied- 
looking fellows to the left. With bent frames, fur- 
rowed faces, and snov.'-ivhito heads, with barely 
enough strength to stand, some of the company 
lnt:ked as if :hcy w-:e about to listen to -a farewell 
message to this, to them, unfortunate world. 

Intervening, sat on the grass in a couple of rows, 
a number of hoys and girls, the latter dressed in 
blue skirts, tasteful neck-frills, and straw hats, and 
all attentive and devout.

The Pavilion was the next theatre of events — a 
gorgeous, dazzling piece which had been practically 
placed at. tine General's service. As the company 
walked on to the stage, the audience leapt to their 
feet and cheered to the echo. 

The Chairman, Alderman Heap, called on Colonel 
Eauie to lead the preliminaries. The General has 
not, during this campaign, spoken with such vigor 
and ease as he did on this occasion.

A Beneficent Dictator. 

This was brought out hi the addresses of the

Wigan's Daring Civic Departure. 
Wigan did a new thing. Besides welcoming the 
General by immense crowds and one long continu- 
ous wave of salaies and applause, the Mayor and 
Corporation re-oived unanimously upon carrying 
out a program, which was as uniqu= as it was 

Indeed. Wigan gave the General a dignified as 
well as a popular welcome. A huge platform wai 
creeled in from n: toe market, ami here, in the 
p;csence oi ic-.ueb people, who listened to Ihe read- 
ing o: and a reply to the civic address, with as 
much attention and evident appreciation as if they 
were members of a Senate. 

But the boldest move of all was 1he civic pro- 
cession which followed this ceremony. Add to the 
list cake and tea served to the General's Staff at 
lite Town Hall by the official ol the Corporal ion, 
and graced hy the Mayor and others in all the glory 
of their official regalia, and 1 say that ibis is a now 
thing under the sun. at least in this country. 

The General's Sunday was about his average 
English. In the morning lie presented a vivid 
sketch of a holy life with the conditions ol attain- 
ment. 

In the afternoon the long-expected address on 
the progress of the Army drew a. thoughtful and 
influential audience, who gave the General a Wigan 
welcome and a Wlg.v.1 vote, which means an up- 
standing and prolonged acclamation.

The most striking feature in the annual report, of 
the Medical Officer of Heali.i for Sairord U tins 
torereute to infantile mortality. Dr. TatUirsu!l 
says that t'.«fi-e are 1.002 deaths of infants under 
:l\e age of one. year. Interes'ine; s'.atistir s have been 
compiled with lite assistance of a ladies' health 
society which directs its energies in the Greengat-j 
district. The figures show that the children of i:i- 
uniperate mothers have only about half t'ho chance 
of living, compared with others. The death rale 
of children with drunken mothers was 288 per 
thousand. Mothers described under the headings 
of "moderate and untidy," "dirty." and 1 "intemper- 
ate." numbered 371, and between them they bad last 
year sixty-eight children wiio did not attain the ago 
of twelve months.
